La Follette To Fight 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— On the 


question of whether congress shall 
order the treasury to pay..$340,000,- 
000 to the railroads, Se'n, La'Follette 
means to make a fight. He has pre- 
pared an amendment to the proposJ 
ed new legislation which provides: " 


"That no payment of money shall 


be made to any railroad company, 
under this act except and until 
it 


shall be determined by the inter- 
state Commerce commission, upon 
fall investigation and finding duly 
entered thereon, certifying:. 


"That such railroad company has 


not since March 
1, 1920. paid or 


contracted. to pay unreasonable and 
extravagant prices for railway sup- 
plies, equipment to repairs and re-

Several Wisconsin 


lawyers assisted the attorneys for 
the Schuster Co. in presenting their 
arguments before Judge Landis. 


The Wisconsin soldier's bonus 


law provided for the raising of a 
$15,000,000 fund for 
soldiers who 


fought in the world war by a 3-mill 
tax on real and personal property, 
and levied an income surtax on per- 
sons and 
corporations. 
The law 


was ratified by the people of 
the 


state 
by an overwhelming vote on 


Sept. 2, 1919. 


The Schuster Co. was obliged to 


pay the 
surtax, 
and it filed1 an 


amended return of income'for 1918 
to the federal government, deduct- 
ing 
from 
the gross 
income 
the 


amount paid as a surtax under the 
bonus law. The company maintains 
that the surtax comes under the pro- 
vision of the federal income tax law 
which says that any taxes paid or 
accrued 
during the 
year 
by the 


state may be deducted, and that the 
surtax should be deducted from the 
federal income tax for 1918, payable 
:n 1919. The effect of this would 


I vc to shift over to the federal SJCT- 


,'rnment the state surtax by deduct- 
ing i,t from the federal tax.

Mr. Stitgen, pro- 
prietor of the St. Nicholas Cafe, also 
ran a bar in connection 
with his 


cafe several years ago, and in his 
•business he has noticed no increase 
in the consumption of milk by his 
patrons. In place of alcoholic drinks 
a great many people have taken up 
the drinking of coffee, said Mr. Stit- 
gen. 


"There has been a great increase 


in the amount cf milk sold since 
prohibition has gone into effect," 
said A. H. Kramer, manager of the 
Kennedy Dairy company. I cannot 
say whether it has .been a result of 
prohibition or to the increased ad- 
vcrtising of the advantages of milk 
as a food. 
Without a doubt prohi- 


bition has increased the sale of ice 
cream."

English Propaganda 


Sir Philip Gibbs Here to Ask United States to Help Britain 


Save Civilization. 


fj EFUDIATION is an ugly word. 
I\ The British government would prefer, in view of the propa- 
ganda campaign it is making Hgainsl Russia, that the repudia- 
tion of public debts be associated only with the dreaded Soviets. 
Britain wants the United Slates to freely cancel that four bil- 
lion dollar .Joan which was made to Lloyd George's treasury dur- 
ing the war. The suggestion that America cancel this and all 
other war loans has been made by Britain and has been turned 
down by the Secretary of the Treasury. 


Bnt official Britain is hopeful—and desperate. An appeal 


may be made to the Harding administration. American public 
(^pinion may be molded to accept the debt-cancellation scheme 
as the very means of saving the world from the menace of Rus- 
sia's failure to pay debts to governments making war upon her. 


Hence, a cloudburst of British propaganda in Washington. 
Philip Gibbs, who was so brilliant a propagandist war cor- 


respondent that he waited until after the war to write his book 
Now It Can Be Told, has been made Sir Philip by His Majesty 
King George. Sir Philip has come to "Washington to create 
public opinion favorable to the British view of the situation. He 
hits testified in favor of a disarmament conference before the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs, and he has delivered a lec- 
ture before kid-gloved folks upon America's duty to "save civil- 
i/ation." 


In his testimony before the committee, Gibbs said that Rus- 


sia mast be drawn into a disarmament conference in order thai 
her Red Army might be demobilized, thereby saving Europe 
from the menace which the Red Army now presents to existing 
governments. And because France and England have actively 
made war upon Russia on Russian soil, he suggested that Soviet 
Russia would prefer to receive an invitation to a disarmament 
conference from the United States, which "has been prepared 
from the beginning to give them plain dealing, provided they 
would accept the ordinary standards of white civilization." He 
added that he saw no other way of making Russia "toe the line 
of civilized nations." 


But before his matinee audience Sir Philip felt that much 


more could "Be Told." He described the misery of the peoples 
of Western and Central Europe, and spoke of "the deadly poison 
of the anarchy which has seized upon Russia, and ruined her"— 
a poison that had spread even to Britain and had deeply 
tainted the British workers, "and may yet touch us all." The 
anarchy-tainted workers, he declared, are trying to inflame all 
of British labor to overthrow society. A severe struggle be- 
tween British labor and capital is beginning, Gibbs said, in 
which the embittered ex-soldier who has failed to get good 
wages and regular work since the war becomes a dangerous fac- 
tor. However there is hope that the British workers will fol- 
low the dictates of enlightened common sense, and will "carry 
on." 


Yet even if anarchy in Britain's working class be overcome, 


and society be kept going, he argued, the burden of war debts 
is dragging down the economic life of the whole world. Amer- 
ica, by building a big navy and assembling a big army, can drive 
Britain and France and all the other nations to ruin. Britain 
is bearing the burden of world peace, but she needs help now 
from America, the richest of the nations. If Britain goes down, 
a.U the civilization of Europe goes down, and America will have 
destroyed it only to destroy herself in turn! 


Ireland, Gibbs said, presents a sad spectacle. He "don't 


stand for the Biack and Tans," but he wants the Irish to stop 
shooting English soldiers from ambush. Anyhow, the Great 
British Labor Party, "the party which after all represents the 
bulk of British opinion," is pro-Irish to the point of dominion 
home rule. 


Thus, in the argument for four billion dollars of American 


contribution to Lloyd Georgeism, Sir Philip Gibbs uses British 
labor first as a poisonous villain and then as a lifeline on Irish 
atrocities. 


Incidentally, Gibbs the "accurate" journalist solemnly as- 


serted t'aat Britain had paid us the interest on that four billion 


which the Treasury has denied—and that France had a big 


deficit of births over deaths last year, which the French govern- 
ment officially denies. Both points were used in the sympathy 
drive.
